South Africa 
land owes its origin to the East. 
It was “discovered in the course of 
men's search, for a sea route to the 
weolth of the Indies—white men 
firat gettled there in order to ¢s- 
tablish a refreshment station, a 
half-way house in’ their eastward 
voyayings, . So throughout its his- 
tory South Africa has faced cast- 
ward an well as weatward, and in 
spite of the determination to make 
the westward orientation prevail, 
the East, for all men's cfforts to 
expel it, ever returns. Once again 
to-day, there is being  obtruded 
upon ‘th: Union's consciousness the 
persistence of its eastward orienta 
tion, and, as always, fear of the 
East and desire to benefit from the 
East are seen do be in conjunction. 
Asiatics,"" so wrote Milner 
once, “are strangers: forcing: them- 
selves upon a community reluctant 
to receive them."

‘There followed 
restrictions and = strife, and the 
birth of Gandhi's passive resistance | 
methods, and inducements to volun-— 
tary repatriation, and agitation for 
enforced repatriation “bay ‘and 
baggaye.”" Yor all that, there are 
still 160,000 Indians in Natal, and 
20,000 in the Transvaal, and smaller 
numbers in the other provinzes— 
and well over two-thirds of them 
are of South African birth’ And 
the Indian. prospers, because the 
white man, who fears him and hates 
him, none the less buys his wares, 

: Indian Competition. 

Indian immigration into the 
ceased long 
since. The Act of. 1913 geve the 
South African Government. the 
power, without specifie mention, to 
“deem” Indians, and indeed all 
Asijatics, unsuitable immigrants. 
That power has been acted on. 
The problem ‘is, therefore, that of 
where and how the Indian popula- 
tion in the .Union shall live and 
earry on its business—and on the 
European side the popular cry has 
been for their segregation in special 
areas, or “bazhara,” and the restric- 
tion of their freedom of competition 
to the greatest possible extent.

Derby, In. the north of Western 
Australia, at the beginning of 
September in a small sailing vessel 
for a fishing trip and were blown 
out to sea as far as the Dutch East 
Indies arrived in Singapore last 
month by the “Penrith Castle” from 
Sourabaya. 

The men are Thomas Robbins, a 
seaman, and Albert Locke, a deck- 
hand. They had a third man with 
them named Jones ‘when. they Icft 
Australia but he stayed in Soura- 
baya owing to iljness. 

Interviewed by a Straits Times 
representative Mr. Robbins said 
that with another man called Jones 
they had-set out from Derby in 
Australia in a 20-ft. open sailing 
boat for a fishing trip. 

To reach the,open sea they had 
to anil through King George’s | 
Sound. When they were three daya’ 
out they were caught in a storm | 
and the boat. drifted: with the 
wind, 

“After aitothae four days,” went 
on Mr. Robbins, we hit the island 
of Savoe, in the Dutch East Indies, | 
and stopped there for two days. 


“Rather than face the trip back 
against the wind we.thought we 
should sail on to Sourabaya. We 
left Savee on or about September 
11 or 12, we had left Derby some- 
where about the firat of the month, 
and midday the next day. we sight- 
ed the -island of Soemba and Jand- ; 
ed at a little place called Melolo. 

“From. -there we sailed ‘on at 
Waingaboes which was about . 
miles away from Melolo.”

Chiang Kai-shek 
Speaks, 


A BREAK DOWN? 


" Nanking, Yesterday. 

The National Govornment’s de- 
legates to the Shanghai Peace Con- 
ference have returned to the capital, 
and the date of their return to 
Shanghai is not fixed. 

This morning, Chiang Kai-shek 
criticised very strongly the con- 
ference proceedings, and tated 
that the Cantonese delegates’ pro- 
posals for the reorganisation of. the 
Government and the Party were 
National Gov- 
ernment, as they were contradictory 
to the fundamental principles of 
the Kyomintang. ‘If the Canton 
delegates were really sincere, they 
should unconditionally, abolish the 
so-called Canton Government, go to 
Nanking and co-operate with, the 
National Government. 

Chiang Kai-shek declared that his 
personal interests might be sacri- 
ficed, but ‘the provisional constitu- 
tion and the Party constitution 
must be upheld at all costs. 

He also announced that Huhan- 
min had recently demanded not only 


his (Chiang Kai-shek’s) realgnation, |. 


but “his deportation, and exile. 

Chiang Kai-shek declared: ; 
“Ag a responsible official of Gov- 

ernment I'll continue to carry out 


‘my duties In spite of malicious at- 


tacks from such irresponsible quar- 
ters.”—Reuter. 
Canton, Yesterday. 

The members of the National 
Government strongly support the 
stand taken by the Canton De- 
legates that the National Govern- 
ment should insist on Chiang Kal- 
shek’s resigfation a3 a first step 
toward coming to a peace settle- 
ment.
